This study is primarily a compilation of cost and 
budget data gathered through .a summer school questionnaire that was 
sent to 25 United States school systems vith a total enrollment of 
over lO.C^OGO students. Eighteen q^uest ionnaires vere returned, though 
one was not used since the school' system does not operate a summer 
^school. Therefore^ the data analysis is \based on response^ from 17 of 
the 25 school systems contacted. The questionnaire was designed to 
provide guidance to the Summer Sc-h^l Committee in prepa:ding uniform 
summer schoo^l policy gu:j.del|nes for the Department of Defense 
Overseas Schools-, In order to develop summer school policy guidelines 
comparable to stateside, schools, information was .obtained regarding 
who pays the cdsts \of providing summ^^ school, the number of students 
attending summer school, the type and description of summer school ^ 
courses offered, who coor.dinates ^the proaram and prepares required 
summer school reports, and other information regarding the cost^ and, 
operation of summer school programs. In addition to a variety of data 
tables that summarize responses to the different questionnaire iteros^ 
the report also contains a sample -of the questionnaire foriq.

Eighteen questionnaires were returned out of Lb sent 
out. On© questionnaire was not used in the tabulation of the data since the 
school system stated it does not operate a summer school due to severe 
budget limitations. The analysis of the data is leased on'the responses 
fr©m 17 school systems.

Mor(» thfin fifty percent of the schools provide free summer • s c ho q1 
education. 

In all exc(»pt one instance where tuition or an activity fee is required, 
charges are l(>ss than what is needed to fully support the pru^raln. 

Policies regarding summer school specify who pays and how much is 
charged. 

Poor or low income students are almost always provided summer 
school free of charge. 

- vSp(»cial (»du( ^ilion is continued in the sumrner for tilrnust all of the 
school systems. Work study is continued in the majority of instancy^s. 

, - vSumrnc^r school purposes and [)ractices vary greatly. Most policicis 
are appnovc^rj by th(^ Board of Education after reviewing a study 
^ describinglocaln(^edsandconditions. / 

- A'pproxirnat(»ly 10-^0 percent of all students attend summer school in 
school systems with cnroUnients of 100, 000 or more'. These* muiibers 
would indicate^ that summer school is a significant part of the program 
and not just a minor component.
